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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a mechanical locking device for mechanically connected 
contactors including first and second actuating members configured to move in a 
direction parallel to firsthand second connecting sidewalls; an opening in each of the first 
and second connecting walls; first and second curved recesses defined in the 
respective actuating members disposed adjacent the connecting sidewalls; and a 
locking element including a rolling element configured to be received in a respective 
opening in each of the first and second connecting sidewalls, such that, the first 
actuating member is configured to urge the locking element into the second recess 
when the first contactor is in a switched-on condition and the second actuating member 
is configured to urge the locking element into the first recess when the second contactor 
is in a switched-on condition.
